Fear Sharp Price Hikes 
As Freeze Ends Monday 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Higher 
prices are virtually certain to follow 
the lifting of the 60-day price freeze 
next 
Monday. 
But 
Nixon 
adm inistration 
spokesmen 
are 
unwilling to predict the size of the 
increases. 
One reason is the difficulty in 
forecasting the effectiveness of Phase 
4 controls, which will replace the 
freeze. Another is that past predictions 
on price increases and the rate of in­ 
flation have been far off target.

A griculture 
Departm ent 
ventured a guess Tuesday that retail 
food prices this year could wind up 20 


per cent above the 1972 level. But that 
outlook is based on a 12-month period, 
not just (Hi the 4‘z months that will 
follow the freeze. 
The bulge could bt' even greater, 
depending on the effectiveness of 
Phase 4 and other wage-price actions, 
the department said. 
The departm ent’s Outlook and 
Situation Board noted forecasts of 
record corn. wheat and soybean crops, 
but said the increase in supply could be 
offset by continued high domestic de­ 
mands and the prospect of more grain 
exports. 
Some members of Congress have 
suggested 
last 
y ear’s 
exports, 


especially the $l-billion sale to the 
Soviet Union, resulted in a domestic 
shortage and 
higher food prices. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz ac­ 
knowledged the exports had some 
effect on domestic prices. 
But Virginia Knauer, President 
Nixon's consum er-affairs adviser, 
denied in Pittsburgh Tuesday that 
exports brought higher prices. 
She spoke of an •‘imaginary” food 
shortage and said supplies and prices 
should stabilize after the freeze on beef 
prices is lifted Sept. 12. 
Meanwhile, beef supplies continued 
to dwindle. The American Meat 
Institute said the number of cattle 


slaughtered Monday was down to 
75.000 head, compared with 118.000 
during the same period a year ago. 
In Chicago, the price of wheat 
bought for September delivery rose to 
$4.14 per bushel, and some analysts 
said traders are betting that demand 
will exceed supply, sending prices 
even higher. 
Tile price of wheat has leaped 40 per 
cent in three weeks, and has almost 
tripled in the year since the massive 
sale to the Soviet Union.

hearing was Army Chief of Staff Gen. 
Creighton Abrams, commander of 
U.S. forces in Vietnam during much of 
the secret tactical air strikes by 
fighter planes and B52 bombers in 
Cambodia and I^aos. 
On Tuesday, the committee heard a 
former Air Force intelligence officer 
say he was ordered to falsify several 
air strikes daily in Cambodia by 
reporting them in the eastern, rather 
than the western, part of the country. 
At the time, it was announced U.S. 
policy to hit North Vietnamese 
sanctuaries in border areas of eastern 
Cambodia, but not generally in other 
parts of that country. 
The testimony by former Air Force 
Capt. George R. Moses was the first 
indication that tactical strikes were 
covered 
up 
by 
the 
Nixon 
administration. 
Meanwhile, Gen. George S. Brown, 
currently Air Force chief of staff, said 
he did not order and was unaware of 
any such false reporting while he 
commanded the 7th Air Force during 
some of the time Moses was in 
Vietnam. 
Brown said in an interview that 
reports reaching him accurately 
reflected the bombing of approved 
targets. While not disputing testimony 
that there were false reports, Brown 
disclaimed knowledge of who may 
have authorized them. 
Brown said he didn’t understand the 
reason for any falsification of tactical 
missions in Cambodia after May 1970 
because the U.S. government had 
acknowledged it was carrying on air 
operations there. 
Pentagon 
officials 
have

knowledged a dual reporting sy stem - 
one for the public record and one for a 
few officials with a “need to know.” 
And on Tuesday, the Defense 
Department also acknowledged 180 
additional B52 strikes that actually 
occured as late as April 1972 in I^aos. 
They had previously been reported 
falsely to the committee and the press 
as having occurred in either South 
Vietnam or Cambodia. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tightening 
the lid on its investigation, the Justice 
Department has refused to comment 
on a report that Spiro T. Agnew re­ 
ceived $50,000 from private con­ 
tractors after he becam e 
vice 
president. 
The report was carried today by the 
Knight newspaper chain, which quoted 
sources as saying federal prosecutors 
have been told that contractors paid 
Agnew $1,000 a week over a period of 
years, and the $50,000 sum after he was 
elected vice president. 
In a story from its Washington 
bureau, the newspaper chain quoted 
the source as saying some of the 
contributions may have been put to 
Agnew’s personal use. 
The 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
has 
acknowledged only that Agnew is the 
subject of a criminal investigation, a 
fact disclosed Monday night by the 
vice president himself. He proclaimed 
his innocence and said he would not 
comment further. 
No charges have been filed against 
the vice president, and the case, being 
investigated by U.S. Atty. George 
Beall of Baltimore, has not been 
referred to a grand jury. 
The investigation involves al­ 
legations of bribery, extortion and tax 
evasion growing out of kickbacks 
allegedly paid by building contractors 
and engineers to Maryland and Balti­ 
more County political figures. 
Republican fund-raising efforts also 
are involved, but Atty. Gen. Elliot L. 
Richardson has decided against 
referring the case to Watergate special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
However, Samuel Dash, chief 
counsel for the Senate Watergate 
committee, says the panel may 
investigate the case if fund-raising for 
last year’s presidential election is in­ 
volved. The committee is empowered 
to investigate any wrongdoing in 
connection with the election. 
The investigation was started last 
January, and originally was aimed at 
political corruption in Baltim ore 
County, where Agnew got his political 
start.

Garriott, the first solar physicist in 
space, finally got his long-awaited 
chance to exercise the solar telescopes 
on Monday—a task delayed a week be­ 
cause of the earlier problems. 
His observations are expected to add 
a new dimension to the study (rf the 
sun, its source of power and how it 
affects weather and communications 
on earth. 
Flight Director Milton Windier 
expressed 
confidence

astronauts would spend part of each

troubleshooting numerous problems 
still outstanding. 
The most serious problem is with 
two steering rockets on the Apollo 
command ship which is to ferry the 
astronauts back to earth on Sept. 25. 
Experts feel Hie Apollo can safely do 
the job, but until they fully understand 
the trouble, they have as a precaution 
ordered launch crews at Cape 
Kennedy to prepare a rescue rocket 
and spaceship. 
Crews are working around the clock, 
and the rescue ship is scheduled to be 
ready for launch on Sept. IO, or shortly 
after, if it is needed. 
Other problems include a leak in a 
cooling system, a short circuit which 
burned out electrical wiring in one 
telescope television system, and a 
balky, but useable, device which 
removes moisture from the cabin air.

Circleville now has an ordinance 
regulating installation, tank capacity 
and storage requirements of bulk 
liquefied petroleum gases. 
The legislation, introduced at the 
request of Fire Chief Bernard Wolfe, 
was unanimously approved Tuesday 
after its third reading before city 
council. 
Regulations 
and 
restrictions 
concerning the storage of LP gas was 
needed because the Columbia Gas Co. 
presently is not accepting new 
custom ers and m ore people are 
turning to LP gas as an alternate fuel 
according to Wolfe. 
In a fire zone bounded by Pickaway, 
Mound, Western Ave., Pinckney and 
Watt, which includes the city’s 
business district, installation of LP gas 


storage systems is prohibited. 
All tanks must be approved, all 
installations 
must 
meet 
the 
requirements of the ordinance and 
must be inspected by the Circleville 
Fire Department. 
Prior to installation, a drawing or 
plan must be submitted to the fire 
department for approval. 
The ordinance authorizing the 
director of public service to advertise

improvement program was approved. 
Service director Atwood Jones told 
council members he could not name 
specific streets that are to be included 
in the program since a priority list has 
not yet been completed.

2nd Court Fight 
Set Over Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon faced the possibility of a new 
court challenge today just 24 hours 
after his lawyers filed a lengthy brief 
supporting his refusal to give White 
House tapes to Watergate special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
Samuel Dash, chief counsel of the 
Senate Watergate committee, said the 
committee is ‘‘almost ready to file” its 
suit asking a federal judge to declare 
that it has a legal right to subpoena 
from 
the 
President 
documents 
relevant to its investigation. 
In a brief filed Tuesday with U.S. 
District Court Judge John J. Sirica, 
lawyers for the President argued that 
the court lacks authority to enforce 
Cox’s subpoena demanding the tapes 
of nine presidential conversations. The 
special prosecutor has called the tapes 
“ im portant 
evidence” 
in 
the 
Watergate case. 
On July 23, both Cox and the 
committee served the President with 
subpoenas demanding tapes of specific 
conversations. He refused. 
Cox immediately asked Sirica to 
order Nixon to say why he was not 
complying with the subpoena and the 
President filed his response Tuesday. 
Sirica gave Cox until Aug. 13 to 
respond, in turn, to Nixon’s response. 
He also scheduled oral arguments in 


the case for IO a.m., Aug. 22. 
The committee, meanwhile, has not 
yet acted on its decision to file a 
similar suit against Nixon seeking 
court clarification. However, Dash 
said now that the committee knows 
what to expect in the way of response 
from Nixon, it will go ahead and file its 
suit. 
The presidential brief was the work 
of Charles Alan Wright, professor of 
constitutional law at the University of 
Texas, who is expected to present the 
oral arguments in the case. Cox, 
former U.S. solicitor general, plans to 
argue the case for his office. 
The Nixon brief contends that the 
constitutional doctrine of separation of 
powers leaves the courts powerless to 
enforce a subpoena.

Stifling College Drop 


A new cycle of enrollment 
slowdown apparent on college 
campuses has thrown many 
administrators into something 
of a tizzy. How they handle the 
situation 
will 
determine 
whether their schools profit 
from the change or become 
weaker as a result. 
Although partly due to a drop 
in the nation’s birth rate, the 
enrollment decline represents 
more than that. A wave of 
seriousness has swept over the 
student body in the wake of the 


excesses of the 1960s. Today’s 
college student is seeking a 
quality education, not merely a 
sheepskin. 
That attitude merits further 
encouragement. Some cam­ 
puses, however, are taking the 
opposite approach in order to 
bolster lagging interest. Ad­ 
mission standards, already 
weakened by policies of the last 
decade, are lowered further. 
Athletic budgets are expanded 
to attract a collegiate following 
and 
academic 
excellence 


generally is deemphasized. 
Such a course of action may 
seem the easy path to at­ 
tracting larger numbers of 
applicants. But it is a down­ 
ward course which could place 
a school in a declinging spiral 
difficult to halt. 
Schools which overexpanded 
capital facilities have a dif­ 
ficult problem. Tightening 
standards and expanded course 
offerings will help create 
demand for their services from 
today’s students. 


The Education Giant 


More than 50 million students 
of all ages are beginning to 
make plans to return to the 
classroom, to study everything 
from the new mathematics to 
medieval art form. Education 
is being pushed well on the way 
to becoming

largest business. 
If the United States does not

If the trend persists-and 
admittedly it is a big “ if” - people 
everywhere may find both the energy 
and the opportunity to solve some of 
their most pressing domestic crises. 
Ironically, the biggest enemies of the 
growing spirit of universal detente 
are a few functionaries who claim to

Christianity. The World Council of 
Churches is the worst offender. But 
the Roman Catholic Church, which 
has tended to keep the WCC at arm ’s 
length, has produced its own radicals, 
whom it should disown. 
As James Burnham, a careful

movements, 
has 
pointed out in National Review, a 
Roman Catholic priest of the College 
of the Ascension in Birmingham, 
England, permitted his by-line to go 
over a third-hand report in the London 
Times 
of 
an 
alleged 
government-instigated massacre of 
“ genocidal” 
proportions 
in 
Portuguese Mozambique. Father 
Hastings admitted on BBC that he 
had written only the first paragraph 
of the article, which he said came 
from Spanish priests who had

The will to suicide is, of course, 
ecumenical.

You M ay Be Eating 
A New Perfume 


MAYWOOD, N. J. (A P ) - Although 
the creative perfumer already has 
thousands of ingredients available for 
compounding new fragrances, there is 
always room for one more — and it 
may come from the snack tray at a 
cocktail party or even the drinks. 
Perfum e chemists at P P L , a 
fragrance-making concern here, are 
studying a 
novel 
class 
of 
odor 
compounds. Called pyrazines, they 
occur in such diverse materials as 
peanuts, pecans, potato chips, Scotch 
whiskey and Jam aican rum. Although 
pyrazines are used prim arily in food 
flavors, the chemists are investigating 
their effects in perfume compositions. 
The study of potential materials for 
fragrances is important in more than 
one way, the perfume chemists point 
out; 
in addition 
to 
evaluating 
fragrance quality and power, the 
chemist also gathers information on 
structure and composition. This is 
vital if the natural ingredient is 
extremely expensive and must be 
replaced by a synthetic alternative 
created in a laboratory.

Are hormone creams ever of any 
value for baldness9 I spent $40 after 
reading about it in a pulp magazine. 
I think I was a sucker. Nothing has 
happened. 
Mr. P.F.S., Wash., D.C 
Dear Mr. S.: 
If a “ sucker” is one who falls into the 
tempting 
trap 
of 
fraudulent 
advertising then, Mr., you are indeed 
one. 
It took 40 good, hard-earned dollars 
for you to find out that creams, lotions 
and ointments are not the answer to 
the m assive problem of pattern 
baldness. 
I would venture to say that the 
cream you purchased probably did not 
contain any of the male sex hormone, 
or testerone. For there are many legal 
statutes 
against 
incorporating 
hormones in over-the-counter non- 
prescription cosmetics and ointments. 
Scientific studies were once made 
seeking the value of hormones for 
regrowth of hair. 
The 
original 
enthusiasm raised the hopes, but not 
the hair of the balding. 
Male sex hormones, vigorously 
rubbed into the scalp, are absorbed, 
and occasionally produce unusual side 
effects. Therefore, they should never 
be used without the specific advice of a 
doctor. 
“ M iracle” cures of all kinds are, at 
best, exploitative. If there were any 
proven value for the extravagant 
claims that are so openly advertised, 
the public should realize that all 
doctors would know their advantages 
and use them judiciously. 


What is the cause of a clot like this? 
Miss G.R., Ohio 
Dear Miss R .: 
The fact that blood flows through the 
arteries 
and 
veins 
freely 
and 
uninterrupted is one of the wonders of 
our body. 


The inner lining of blood vessels is 
thin and smooth. If this lining is 
injured, or inflamed, small deposits 
collect at the point of irritation, 
Platelets, and other components of the 
blood pile up, and a clot thrombus 
begins to form. 
A slight injury, which may have 
gone unnoticed, may be responsible. In 
susceptible people, tobacco may be a 
cause. 
Tortuous, twisting blood vessels and 
varicose veins may also play a role in 
the formation of clots. 
When a clot is formed, there is a 
damming back of the blood, and 
swelling of the surrounding tissue may 
result. 


With bed rest and the drugs that are 
now available, these clots can be 
absorbed, and the vessels returned to 
their normal state. 


A blood clot formed in my leg and 
has caused me untold trouble.

NEW YORK (A P) — There is hardly 
a group in this country that doesn’t 
have a pet educational project, a sense 
of mission to communicate the word as 
revealed to it or to correct what it feels 
are assumptions of the ignorant. 
The Chamber of Commerce and the 
Tax Foundation never cease their 
efforts to educate the public to the 
dangers of government spending and 
deficits and taxes. Automakers preach 
religiously the doctrine of greater 
productivity. 
And 
construction 
workers hammer away at what they 
feel is a myth about their high pay 
scales. 
Here are a few recent examples of 
the genre: 
1. The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 
“ As the 1974 fiscal year began July I, 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States reset its Federal 
Spending 
Clock 
to 
run 
at 
an 
accelerated pace. 
“ The reason is that Federal 
spending this fiscal year is estimated 
to increase by approximately $19 
billion, up to $269 billion. 
“ Rapidly changing digital figures 
across the top of the clock indicate how 
much the Federal government has 
spent since the beginning of the fiscal 
year. Each day the clock registers 
expenditures of approximately $736 
million. 
“ Here’s what the reset clock now 
shows: 
“ $10,000, nearly the average annual 
income of a typical American family, 
spent every 1.17 seconds, displayed by 
a sweeping dial. 
“ $100,000, spent every 11.7 seconds, 
by a light flashing on. 
“ $1 million, spent every one minute 
and 57 seconds, by a beep sounding.” 
2. If the sweeping dial, flashing light 
and beep-beep of your dollars being 
spent hasn’t boggled your mind, you 
might 
consider 
the 
following 
preachment of construction workers. 
Called “ The ‘Perpetual Myth’ About 
Construction Costs,” it was presented 
in the latest edition of “ Viewpoint,” a 


publication of the AFL-CIO, by 
Francis Burkhardt, research director 
for the International Brotherhood of 
Painters & Allied Trades. 
“ If someone makes $8 an hour, he 
must be making $16,000 per year — 
right? Wrong. If he’s a fulltime 
construction worker, his work-year 
only averages 1,400 hours, and of the $9 
union hourly rate, he never sees $1.10. 
This amount goes into funds to pay for 
health and welfare and pension 
benefits. 
“ So now we have a $7.90 wage rate, 
times 1,400 hours, or $9,940 per year,” 
Burkhardt states, adding that this 
average is for only fulltime, year- 
round workers. Part-time summer, 
workers are excluded. 
Citing Bureau of Labor Statistics 
data, he 
concludes that 
union 
tradesmen can expect to earn on the 
average between $8,000 and $12,000 in 
1973, depending on their craft. 


Americans Are 
Dirty Fatties 


MORGANTOWN, W. Va. (AP) - 
Americans apparently are better fed 
than scrubbed. Over 95 per cent of all 
American homes in 1970 boasted 
complete kitchens, including hot and 
cold running water, according to the 
Building Components Division of the 
Rockwell International Corp. here. 
Only slightly more than 93 per cent, 
however, could claim a bathroom with 
hot and cold running water, a flush 
toilet and bathtub or shower, the 
producer of plumbing supplies said. 
Rockwell also found that Americans 
were willing to pay a mighty price to 
keep their bathrooms and kitchens 
serviced with running water. Total 
annual cost of home improvements, 
maintenance and repair for plumbing 
is more than $1.4 billion.

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Man Loses Fight 
With Rare Disease 


LEWISTON, Maine (A P) — “ I am 
scheduled to die this year ... I refuse.” 
With those words, veteran newsman 
Richard Kisonak began a hopeless 21- 
month fight against amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis, Lou Gehrig’s disease. 
Kisonak died Tuesday at 44. his wife 
Beverly at his bedside. 
He had beaten the medical odds, 
stretching his life nine months beyond 
the maximum one year which doctors 
had given him. 
Kisonak’s fight began Nov. ll, 1971, 
when a 
Portland 
neurosurgeon 
informed him he was suffering from 
the muscular disease. He was told that 
he had a year to live, ‘‘if he’s lucky.” 
Newspaper stories about Kisonak’s 
struggle brought 
inspiration 
to 
thousands of victims of the disease. 
A story he wrote for the Maine 
Sunday Telegram of Portland, Maine, 
began: 
“ I am scheduled to die this year. 
“ For several months a mysterious, 
fatal disease, the name of which I can 
barely pronounce, has quietly and de­ 
terminedly been waging a hellish war 
on my muscular system. It will

Invited Guest

John 
Gilligan’s press aide, said four 
members of the governor’s Task Force 
on Correction had planned a tour. 
Hoffa and another former convict were 
invited to go along. 
No date for the task force members’

had 
been 
set 
until 
Hoffa 
announced Monday that he and C. 
Edward I^awrenson would make the 
tour, Tenenbaum said. 
Hoffa said he and Lawrenson, both 
representing the National Association 
for Justice, would not have agreed to 
go unless they had been assured of un­ 
restricted access to guards and 
inmates. 
“ It ’s not exactly that way,” 
Tenenbaum said. He said Hoffa and 
lawrenson would have the right to go 
anywhere the task force members go. 
Tenenbaum added that the task

Security has been tightened 
after two guards were shot and killed 
at the institution last month.

until I am paralyzed—and die.”

1971 Christmas 
holiday, he wrote: 

I>ots 
of laughing, meeting friends, good 
food, gifts.

Kisonak was mistaken, for he 
squeezed out of life another Christmas 
with his family.

Heading into its fourth season of 
operation, Sea World of Ohio again 
promises to be a key attraction for 
young and old and is the starting point 
for this suggested AAA tour southwest 
of Cleveland. 
The 70-acre oceanarium located off 
Route 43 on Geauga I^ake seven miles 
north of the Ohio Turnpike (Exit 13) 
near Aurora is similar to the famous 
Sea World in San Diego, California, 
and provides a type of entertainment 
not generally connected with an inland 
state like Ohio. 
With $1.7 million in improvements 
and expansion, the park this year will 
feature a new walk through aquarium 
complex containing fresh and sea 
water species. 
In addition, the marine-life park will 
feature 
the 
daredevils of 
the 
limberjack set in their timber carnival 
show. On the lake this year, Sea World 
will introduce its all-new water ski 
show featuring among other things, a 
water skiing elephant and dolphins 
performing their own new production 
in the tanks. 
Returning will be mid-America’s 
only killer whale Shamu in his all-star 
production, "Shamu Goes Hollywood.” 
Sea World will be open daily from May 
20th through September 9th. 
Metals Park is located two miles 
east of Ohio Route 306 on Route 87, and 
is the site of the largest geodesic dome 
in the United States. An open network 
of aluminum tubing, the dome is 274 
feet in diameter and 103 feet high. 


Beneath it is headquarters for the 
American Society for Metals and a 
mineral garden of 75 ore specimens. 


Nature 
programs, 
fishing, 
swimming, golfing and boat rentals 
are available at the 773-acre I^ake 
Punderson State Park, also located on 
Route 87. The area includes a 32-room 
lodge and 26 vacation cabins. 


Burton’s Pioneer 
Village and 
Museum are restorations of a typical 
Western Reserve community around 
the village green. The buildings are 
more than 100-years-old. and the 
museum contains antiques and 
historical records. 


Nelson-Kennedy Ledges on Route 
282 is an unusual state park with 167 
acres of almost entirely rocks, caves 
and gorges crossed by small streams. 
Marked trails follow the outcroppings 
of sandstone.

STANFORD.Calif. (A PI — Children 
taking big doses of vitamin C daily 
experienced significantly fewer sick 
days with colds than schoolmates 
taking fake pills in a test study in 
Arizona, a federal researcher reports. 


Dr. John E. Coulehan told a Stanford 
University symposium on vitamin C 
and the common cold on Monday that 
the 14-week study involved 641 Navajo 
children at the Toyei Indian boarding 
school. 
He said boys and girls aged IO to 16 
years who received vitamin C were 
given two-gram doses daily. Children 
from 6 to IO who received the vitamin 
were given one-gram pills.

Disclosed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A former 
Air Force officer testified today he was 
secretly ordered to falsify reports of 
tactical air 
strikes 
by 
American 
fighter planes deep into Cambodia as 
late as April 1971. 


The testimony by former Capt. 
George 
R. 
Moses 
significantly 
broadens allegations of false reporting 
of the Cambodian bombing campaign 
ordered at the highest levels of the 
Nixon administration during 1969, 1970 
and 1971. 


Previous m ilitary and civilian 
officials have acknowledged the 
deliberate misreporting of 3,630 B52 
strikes during 1969 and 1970. But Moses 
is the first to indicate that tactical air 
strikes were also involved. 


Saying there was a dual reporting 
system for tactical strikes similar to 
that used for the B52 strikes, Moses 
testified before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that “America 
does not need to be defended by lies 
and deception.” 


Moses said that shortly after the 
May 1970 invasion by U.S. forces in 
Cambodia 
he 
received 
written 
instructions to establish an elaborate 
false reporting system for the strikes 
by U.S. fighter planes. 
He said that as an intelligence 
officer in three different tactical air 
units, he was required to report 
missions west of the Mekong River in 
Cambodia as having occurred in an 
area closer to the South Vietnamese 
border where North Vietnam ese 
supply convoys moved down the Ho 
Chi Minh trail.

Judge Won't 
Sentence 
Protesters 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
judge has refused to sentence six 
women arrested at the White House, 
stating that there was White House 
pressure behind the prosecution of 
recent antiwar demonstrators.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio

Justice sources said a probe is under 
way to determine whether the major 
oil companies are violating federal an­ 
titrust laws by opening more discount 
stations. The laws are murky in this 
area, especially since consumers are 
benefiting by lower prices. 
But one Justice source said the 
department is concerned that in­ 
dependent stations will be forced out of 
business by the m ajors’ cut-rate, 
secondary brands. 
He raised the question of whether all 
discount stations would then vanish, 
leaving the consumer with no alter­ 
native to higher-priced major brands. 
But major oil companies defend the 
practice, saying they are beginning to 
get into an area cornered long ago by 
independents, thus increasing, not 
inhibiting, competition. 
Sensitive to charges that they can 
supply their discount stations much 
easier than the independents, the 
major oil companies, at least during 
the present gasoline shortage, have 
decided against opening any new 
discount stations. 
There is no official count nationally 
of discount stations owned by the 
major oil firms. Most estimates put the 
number at a few thousand. 
The majors’ outlets have numerous 
names. Exxon has 28 Alert stations 
and two more under construction, 
most of them along the East Coast. 
Phillips Petroleum, which began its 
discount program years ago, has 700 
discount stations with such names as 
Blue Goose, Blackjack, Excel, Red 
Dot, Bonanza and Seaside. 
Shell has Ride stations, Atlantic 
Richfield hasGaward, and Standard of 
Ohio has Gas-N-Go. 


Mobil has 29 Sello stations in the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area, all run by 
salaried operators. 
Although the overall quality of 
gasoline at Sello is not the same as that 
sold in Mobil stations, the spokesman 
said, regular and premium grades 
with octane ratings “competitive with 
other nonmajor marketers in the 
area” are sold. 
The quality of the gasoline elsewhere 
is substantially that of the brand name 
stations, according to several industry 
spokesmen, but usually contains fewer 
additives.

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Fry Blasts 
Gilligan Stand 
On Strikes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
Rep. Charles E. Fry, R-75 Springfield, 
said today Gov. John J. Gilligan’s 
obligations to organized labor were 
“responsible for situations that endan­ 
ger the lives and property of citizens of 
Ohio and discourage the creation of 
new jobs.” 
Fry said he was unable to get 
committee hearings on a lull in­ 
troduced last April that would remove 
a prohibition against the use of state 
highway patrolmen in strikes or labor 
disputes. 
Fry said a new plant of the Dow 
Chemical Corp. was being built in 
Illinois although the original plan had 
been to double the size of a plant near 
Ironton, which was hit with a 110-day 
strike several years ago. 
The Springfield legislator said local 
law enforcement officers would be 
hampered with large scale riots or 
insurrections that could arise from a 
prisoners’ union or prison guards' 
union at any state prison. 
Fry said there was “senseless 
destruction of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars” in the current General 
Telephone Co. strike. He cited also the 
closing of Burr Oak State Park Lodge 
as an example of local law en­ 
forcement’s inability to handle large 
strike situations. 
‘Fry said the fact the administration 
had refused to support his bill or 
similar measures indicated labor 
leaders were receiving “favorable 
treatment by the governor’s office and 
the House of Representatives.” 
Fry said he didn’t think the highway 
patrol’s use in labor disputes could 
make it a tool of large corporations. 
He said local officials would first 
have to request use of the patrol from 
the governor. 
“I don’t think any public official or 
the governor himself would want to be 
accused of using the highway patrol to 
better the bargaining position of a 
large corporation,” he said.

Housing Boom Becomes Bust For Many 


NEW YORK (AP) — The nation’s 
housing boom is becoming a bust for 
many Americans. 


Costs are so high and mortgages 
have become so scarce within the last 
month that many prospective buyers 
with seemingly adequate incomes 
have found themselves priced out of 
the market. 
An added burden is an increase in 
the cost of home maintenance, from 
painting a living room to repairing a 
furnace. 


“When we added it all up, we just 
decided we better wait,” said Rory 
Butler, a computer programmer who 
had been looking for a house in the 
New York suburbs. 
The situation, which is especially 
troublesome to couples seeking to buy 
their first home, has caused concern in 
the industry. 
While real estate agents in many 
parts of the country reported record 
sales in recent months, some housing 
experts have found signs the boom 
may be ending. 
They point to recent figures showing 
housing costs running far ahead of 
increases in family incomes. And they 
note that federal measures to slow in­ 
flation by tightening the money supply 
generally have made mortgage money 
extremely scarce. When it is available, 
rates have come close to nine per cent 
in some cases. 
Banks also are 
demanding higher down payments and 
shorter repayment periods. 
The finance problems and the 
soaring prices of land, labor and 
materials for new homes have so 
alarmed some builders that they have 
cut way back on their plans for new 
housing, the National Homebuilders 
Association (NHBA) reports. 
“ The housing industry’s most 


disturbing problem in the last year and 
a half has been the increase in housing 
costs and prices,’’ said Michael 
Sumichrast, the NHBA’s chief econo­ 
mist. 
Amalg those who can afford to pay 
the increased prices, demand for 
housing remains heavy, however, with 
many viewing it as a solid investment. 
“I’ll sell every one I can find,” said a 
Connecticut realtor of the demand for 
homes in the $75,000 range. 
“I figure the price is going to keep 
going up; and if I don’t buy now, then 
ifs just going to cost a lot more later,” 
said Bruce Lake, a Bethlehem Steel 
public relations representative who is 
looking for a new home, his second, in 
New Jersey. 
In some sections of the country, 
especially New York and Washington, 
it is virtually impossible to find homes 
in the $30,000 to $40,000 range less than 
90 minutes commuting distance from 
center city. 
“If somebody comes to us and wants 
to buy a house for $35,000, we don’t 
know what to do for him,” said one 
Washington realtor. 
According to the U.S. Census 
Bureau, the median price of new 
houses sold this May was $32,200, 
compared with $27,000 the previous 
May, a jump of 19 per cent. Census 
figures show that, over the same 
period, the average American family 
income was rising eight per cent. 
Eight months ago, it was easy in 
many areas of the nation to finance a 
$30,000 home with as little down as five 
to IO per cent down—ll,500 to $3,000. 
Thirty-year mortgages were readily 
available. 
But a recent spot survey by The 
Associated Press indicated banks and 
mortgage companies were demanding 
$7,500 and more down on the same 
Assembly Bills 
Fall By Wayside 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — More 
than 1,400 bills poured into Ohio’s 110th 
General Assembly this session, but 
less than a sixth of them are expected 
to reach the governor’s desk for 
signature or veto. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan has signed 43 
bills from this legislature to date and 
20 more are being prepared for his 
action this week. 


The bulk of the bills passed by the 
legislature—upwards of 200—probably 
won’t be relayed to Gilligan until Aug. 
14, designated as “signing day” by the 
legislature’s adjournment bill. 
The governor has IO days to sign a 
bill or reject it. If he takes no action, it 
is known as a “pocket veto.”

In Hawaii, demand has been so high 
and the availability of homes so low 
that prices have increased as much as 
50 per cent in the last two years, ac­ 
cording to George Morris, executive 
vice president of the Honolulu Board of 
Realtors. 
Earlier this year, when the Grant 
Co., the largest producer of higher- 
priced homes in Hawaii, took $500 
deposits for a waiting list, some 
persons camped out overnight in front 
of the sales office. 
"The deposits guaranteed nothing,” 
neither a home style nor location, but 
checks were returned if persons were 
not satisfied with what was available, 
said Kurt Franks, a company 
representative. 
One of the most spectacular areas of 
sales has been in high-priced homes, 
realtors report. 
In affluent Hillsborough, Calif., 
where Bing Crosby lives, a house 
worth $50,000 in 1963, $54,000 in 1968 
and $70,000 in 1971, now is reported 
selling for $100,000. 
Maintenance costs also are rising 
sharply. 
According to the U.S. Department of 
labor’s Bureau of Statistics, the cost 
of maintenance and repair of a home in 
June was 11.5 per cent higher than in 
June 1972.

to be seen, many experts say. 
“We’re sitting right on the fence and 
could fall either way,” said Catherine 
Martini, director of economic research 
for the National Association of 
Realtors.

Anglers FavorPlasticWorms 


By JIM DAIJBEL

The plastic worm is nothing new in 
the angler s arsenal but plenty of 
fishermen still rate it as the deadliest 
bass lure on the market today. 
Plastic worms are produced in a 
wide variety of forms and in every 
color imaginable. 


The nine-inch worm still is a favorite 
among many anglers but there is a 
trend among some fishermen back 
toward the smaller six-inch size. 
And while different colors find favor 
under varying fishing conditions, 
bright blue, purple and black—not 
necessarily in that order—are used 
most. 


Plastic worms resemble the natural 
food of some bass. But the real secret 
of the lure’s effectiveness is the fact 
that it can be rigged weedless and 
fished virtually anyplace without 
snagging. 
That is extremely important. Prime 


largemouth bass habitat usually is 
cluttered with logs, stumps, bushes, 
grass and underwater snags of every 
description. 
To get bass out of surroundings like 
that, the fisherman must first be able 
to get his lure in. 
While the plastic worm can be fished 
in many ways, one of the most 
effective methods is to weight it and 
use a slow retrieve. 
To make the lure weedless, rig your 
line with a slip sinker and worm hook, 
preferably in sizes IO through 50. Push 
the hook through the head of the worm, 
run it about a half-inch through the 
body and out again, reinserting the 
point into the worm where it will 
remain while fishing. 
Cast the worm to promising cover 
and let it sink to the bottom. Retrieve 
slowly by alternately raising and 
lowering the rod tip. taking up slack 
line as you do. 
When you feel a bass mouth the bait, 
don't wait. I/et the fish take several 


feet of slack line then slam the hook 
home hard so the point will push 
through the worm and into the fish’s 
mouth. 
The plastic worm also can be fished 
weightless, with fast retrieve, even 
skittered 
across 
the 
surface. 
Experiment and become proficient 
with the lure and you’ll catch more 
bass.

3-Division Split 
Set Up By NCAA 


CHICAGO (AP) — Major college 
football powers now can run their own 
legislative show under an historic 
three-divisional split of the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association mem­ 
bership. 
At the first special convention in its 
67-year history, 
the 
NCAA 
voted 
overwhelmingly Monday to establish 
three autonomous divisions for its 
alm ost 700 members. 
That junked the NCAA’s traditional 
big school-vs.-small school convention 
lineup in which the smaller colleges 
dictated over-all operational policies 
by almost a 2-to-l ratio. 
As of last Jan. I, the breakdown was 
243 major schools and 421 in the college 
division and the sm all schools often 
overrode the big schools on prime 
issues such as recruiting, financial aid, 
and academic standards. 
Now, there will be about 245 big 
schools in Division I, 200 colleges in 
Division II and 225 even smaller 
schools in Division III, each normally 
calling their own legislative shots. 
The 
full 
NCAA 
m em bership, 
however, can overturn any drastic 


divisional legislation by a two-thirds 
convention majority. 
By a vote of 366-13, the NCAA special 
convention 
approved 
the 
reorganization allowing its members 
to self-determ ine their divisional 
status, except in football in which 126 
listed major football schools auto­ 
matically are assigned to Division I. 
The new plan also establishes a 
minimum of 39 NCAA-sponsored 
championships, with at least IO in each 
division to be under way no later than 
the 1975-76 academic year. 
Once a division establishes criteria 
for membership, each school in that 
division has five years to meet the 
criteria. 
The divided legislative voting 
formula will become effective at the

Francisco Jan. 7-9.

LITTLE ROCK. .Ark. <AP> - The 
prosecutor for the Ohio state grand 
jury which probed the violence at Kent 
State University in 1970 said Monday 
night he did not recall a Little Rock 
television newsm an’s eyewitness 
account of a civilian handing a gun to 
police. 
“After three years and interviews 
with 300 witnesses and reading 10,000 
pages of investigative reports, only an 
insane person would attem pt to 
reconstruct from memory what 
happened with a single piece of 
testimony,” said Robert Balyeat, the 
prosecutor. 
Earlier Monday, Fred DeBrine, now 
a newsman for KATV here, said he had 
told Balyeat of seeing a man hand a 
pistol to police and say, “I had to do it. 
They were trying to kill me.” 
DeBrine said the conversation took 
place on the Kent State campus 
moments after shots were fired in a 
clash between students and the Ohio 
National Guard. 
DeBrine identified the man 
as 
Terrence B. Norman, a former FBI 
informer. 
Sen. Birch 
Bay , D-Ind., 
said 
Norman may have fired the first shot 


in the May 4, 1970 confrontation. 
“I wouldn’t know Mr. DeBrine if he 
walked through the door of my kitchen 
right now,” said Balyeat. “But I do 
think the state grand jury had the 
benefit of a full investigation into the 
so-called Norman incident.” 
DeBrine said Norman never stated 
exactly what he had done. 
“He did not specifically say he had 
shot, but that seemed at the time to be 
what he was referring to,” DeRrine 
said. 
DeBrine said a campus policeman 
handed the pistol to campus detective 
Thomas Kelley. After Norman was 
taken away, Kelley opened the cham­ 
ber. looked at it and exclaimed. “My 
(Tod. he fired four shots! What the hell 
do we do now0” DeBrine said 
Kelley, reached today at Kent State, 
denied making that comment and 
added that “the gun had not been 
fired.” He declined further comment. 
His denial that the gun had been 
fired matched a report issued by Kent 
State campus police sometime after 
the incident. 
Kent Suite University police later 
issued a report that the gun had not 
been fired.

Dark Figures Mar Agricultural Forecast 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — The success 
or failure of Phase 4 will determine 
whether Americans will be facing a 
recession in January or looking back 
at “a temporary aberration” in the 
economy. 
That was the long-range prediction 
Tuesday 
from 
the 
Agriculture 
Department’s Outlook and Situation 
Board. 
It forecast that prices in the grocery 
stores would average 20 per cent 


higher for all of 1973 than for 1972. It 
also predicted record crops in 
principal com m odities, but with 
demand keeping pace with the 
reapers. And prices throughout the 
food sector will remain “strong,” that 
is, high, said the board. 
The 
economy’s 
April-June 
performance was disturbing, said the 
board. 
Inflation had been expected to slow 
during these 
months; 
instead, it 


increased slightly to a 6.8 per cent 
annual rate. Real growth had been 
expected to moderate 
“from the 
unsustainable 8.7 per cent annual 
rate” of January-March; but it plum­ 
meted to a 2.6 per cent rate.

—Gross and net farm income at a 
record level and strong foreign and 
domestic demand keeping it well 
Watergate Panel Hears 
Petersen. Goes Into Recess 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Angrily, his 
voice at times squeaking. Asst. Atty. 
Gen. Henry E. Petersen poured out his 
resentment at losing control of the 
W atergate 
case 
to 
a 
special 
prosecutor. 
“Damn it, I think it is a reflection on 
me and the Department of Justice,” 
said 
Petersen, 
who 
rose 
from 
messenger to major-domo in 26 years 
in the department. 
Following Petersen’s testimony, the 
Senate Watergate committee recessed 
Tuesday to an indefinite date after the 
congressional summer recess ends on 
Sept. 5. The committee has heard 35 
witnesses since it began its televised 
hearings May 17, but still has not quite 
finished the first — the Watergate — 
phase of its three-pronged 
in­ 
vestigation of presidential campaign 
practices. 
Meanwhile, the committee’s chief 
counsel, Samuel Dash, said the panel 
was about ready to file its lawsuit 
asking a federal judge to order 
President Nixon to supply the 
committee with tapes and documents 
relating to Watergate. He said the suit 
will be filed by Thursday. 
Nixon, through his attorneys, told a 
U.S. District Court judge Tuesday that 
the courts have no authority to force 
him to turn over the material in a sim­ 
ilar suit, filed by special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
After Petersen erupted in anger over 
losing the investigation to Cox, he 
apologized to the committee. 
“Excuse my emotions but I have 
been there too long and this has been a 
terrible year,” he said. 


Petersen 
took 
charge of 
the 
investigation hours after five men 
were arrested inside Dem ocratic 
national 
headquarters 
at 
the 
Watergate complex June 17, 1972. 
As head of the criminal division, he 
supervised 
the 
three 
young 
prosecutors who gained convictions of 
the five burglars and two former White 
House aides—G. Gordon Iiddy and E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. 
Then, when new breaks in the case 
implicated higher-ups last April, Atty. 
Gen. Richard G. Kleindienst was 
forced out of the case, and later out of 
office, because some of the accusa­ 
tions were leveled against his friends. 
Petersen began reporting directly to 
the President. 
But within weeks tile new attorney 
general, Elliot L. Richardson, fulfilled 
a promise to the Senate and named 
Cox as an independent special prose­ 
cutor to take over the case. 
“You will excuse me, I have to get 
something off my chest,” Petersen 
told the Watergate committee. 
“I resent the appointment of a 
special prosecutor. Damn it, I think it 
is a 
reflection on 
me 
and 
the 
Department of Justice. 
“We would have broken that case 
wide open and we would have done it in 
the most difficult of circumstances. 
And do you know what happened? That 
case was snatched out from under us 
when we had it 90 per cent complete

Petersen said the prosecutors 
suspected all along that some cover-up 
was underway among officials of the 
Nixon campaign committee. 


“There were no records. Things 
were destroyed. They didn’t act like 
innocent people. Innocent people come 
in and say, ‘Fine, what do you want to 
know?’ It was not like that.” 
He said he hadn’t suspected ousted 
White House counsel John W. Dean III. 
And 
until 
Dean’s 
accusations, 
Petersen said he had only one run-in 
about the case with Ehrlichman, when 
the then chief presidential domestic 
adviser tried to order him to quit 
bothering Nixon campaign finance 
chief Maurice H. Stans. 
After that incident, 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Kleindienst told Ehrlichman he might 
be accused of trying to obstruct 
justice, Kleindienst told the committee 
Tuesday. Kleindienst said he told 
Ehrlichman to stop meddling in the 
investigation, and threatened to resign 
if the President authorized Ehrlich­ 
man to give direct orders to the 
Watergate investigators. 
Petersen said he thought that was 
just a 
mistake 
in 
judgment 
by 
Ehrlichman, not part of a cover-up. 
Petersen and Kleindienst added 
some details to what already had been 
told. 
Petersen said that five days after the 
Watergate raid, realizing the possibly 
explosive political implications, he 
urged that the President publicly order 
Kleindienst 
“ to 
run 
an 
allout 
investigation and let the devil take the 
hindmost.” 
But he added, “Unfortunately, we 
never heard anything from the 
President.” Instead, Dean told them 
he had been appointed to keep Nixon 
informed of the investigation. 
Liberated Scientist Juggles Two 
Jobs And Home At World's End

HARBERTON 
FARM, 
Argentina 
(AP) — Women’s liberation has at 
least one advocate on the southern tip 
of the South American continent. 
Here 
in 
Tierra 
del 
Fuego 
— 
Fire land, as it was named by explorer 
Ferdinand Magellan — lives a U.S. 
woman who manages to juggle a 
career as a scientist, writer and 
housewife in an area so remote it is 
accessible only by a 20 minute flight 
from Ushuaia, the nearest town. 
Natalie Prosser de Goodall, 35, came 
as a tourist to Barberton, the first 
sheep farm established on the island, 
some IO years ago following a teaching 
tour in Venezuela. 
At Barberton she met the farm ’s 
manager, Thomas Goodall, a great- 
great-grandson of the Rev. Thomas 
Bridges who settled by the Beagle 
Channel in 1871 to teach the now 
extinct Indians of Tierra del Fuego. 
“I meant to visit Harberton for one 
day and stayed for one month, Mrs. 
Goodall recalled. Six months after 
their first meeting, Tom Goodall 
traveled to the States to m arry Natalie 
and bring her back to Harberton as his 
wife. 
Country life came naturally . to 
Natalie Goodall who grew up on a farm 
near I^exington, Ohio, but even by U.S. 
standards, Harberton is an enormous 
piece of land. 
The sheep farm has 40,000 acres of 
land with four mountains, 48 lakes and 
9,000 sheep. 
While her husband managed the 


farm, Mrs. Goodall, who graduated in 
biology and art from Kent State 
U niversity, began exploring the 
archipelago’s plant and wild life, 
history and geography. 
In the past decade she has become 
an acknowledged expert on Tierra del 
Fuego, publishing a book on the island 
which she wrote and illustrated. Her 
research has been backed by grants 
from 
the 
National 
Geographic 
Foundation and her next publication 
will be a field guide to the plants of 
Tierra del Fuego. 
Mrs. Goodall, a shy woman with blue 
eyes and gray-flecked black hair, 
explained how she feels about living so 
far 
rem oved 
from 
telephones, 
newspapers and television. 
“I ’ve never been much interested in 
politics or world events so I don’t feel 
left out of the news. At first I did miss 
life in the states, but not so much any 
longer. We have been back to Ohio 
every three years or so. 
“I get an idea of what's happening in 
the states from visitors who come 
here,” she added. The farm and guest 
house at Harberton are magnets for 
visitors. 
“I’ve heard about the women’s 
liberation movement from several 
visitors from the states,” Mrs. Goodall 
said, “and I guess you could say that I 
am an example of a liberated woman 
because I so often go off on scientific 
excursions to nearby islands leaving 
our two daughters with my husband. 
“ Also, I ’ve never been really 
interested in cooking and cleaning, 


although living on a sheep farm you do 
learn 1,001 ways to prepare mutton. 
I’m more interested in my work — 
writing and collecting and classifying 
over 7,000 species of plants. 
“I’ve always felt that women should 
receive equal pay for equal work but at 
the same time I think 
that the 
movement has gone to ridiculous 
extremes in the states. 
“ After all, when all is said and done, 
it still is nice to have a man who will 
take care of you,” she added. 
During the long winter months, the 
Goodalls rent a house in the town of 
Ushuaia where their two daughters, 
Anne, 8% and Abby, 7h, study at the 
local school. Mrs. Goodall is thinking 
of starting an English-Spanish school 
for her children and the townspeople. 
“I wouldn’t have the patience to 
teach at the school, but I would love to 
be the director,” she said. 
“ People do have a romantic image 
of Tierra del Fuego because it’s so 
remote,” she said, "but at the same 
time we are so isolated that you have 
to have interests or life could become 
quite boring.” 
It’s 7,500 miles from Ohio to Tierra 
del Fuego and Natalie Goodall has no 
intentions of being overcome by 
boredom. 
Her future projects include a 
research excursion through 
the 
Chilean Islands near the Beagle 
Channel and experimenets in dyeing 
wool with natural dyes extracted from 
berries grown on Tierra del Fuego.

John Gilligan, is the latest in a 
series of harassments aimed at forcing 
Ohio Inns to accept Ix>cal 505 of the 
Hotel and Restaurant Employes and 
Bartenders Union as bargaining agent 
for employes. 
State Natural Resources Director 
William Nye defended the governor’s 
action, saying the park had to be 
closed for safety and financial reasons. 
He referred to several reports of 
violence at the lodge, including three 
separate bomb threats.
